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I hare before me a reoord book of 
the Adair ooudij eoart eo?«riiw the 
jrMtf ISSa, whioti ooDtftiDS much ma- 
terial of historic interest to many 

families of tiie oouaty. We all desire 
to know aomettiio^ of oar aooeators 
and oC the services rendered by them 
especially if those services were for 
the good of the oooatry aod age in 
which tbey lived. This old reoord 
book and oUiers in Ihe office give val 
oabla information in this reaipect, es- 
PMtarily as refards the early aatttei^of 
the couuty an J the part they per- 
formed io the war of ttie BeyoluUon— 
mangr of whom wore plooeait of Adair. 

By an act of Congress of date June 
7th, 1832, pensions were granted to 
tbe Rafoltttfoiiary Mridian, and they 
were required to make a declaration 
and proof before some court of reoord 
in order to wtabilsh tiMtr identity. 

Id addition to the soldiers whose 
names I will ^ive in these papers, 
there wwne dooiiUen BHUiy oClMisin 
the county wlio aied before 1832 and 
. in consequeuce ttiey ate not found in 
^Bm eanria^f 4lw venrt. 

The first one to make proof of his 
claim was John Goods who was then 
<3yeMi«M. Heetatea Chat ha an- 
listed in the year 1780 in the State of 
Virginia in the company commanded 
.^yOapt. Jolui BolnnoD, regiment com- 
manded by Col. Taylor, and tliat lie 
continued to serve until after the 
•aptura of Gomwallis, whan he was 
discharged in All}emarle county, Va 
His application was made under acts 
of CongrreMOf 1818 and 1820. 

The next to file proof of identity 
was Dauiei Trabue, of Columbia. He 
was one of the founden ot odd town 
and was for many years a member of 
the county court, and otherwise prom- 
inently connected with the affairs of 
the count}. He gives his age as 72 
yeais, and was born In Chesterfield 
county, Va His first services were in 
the summer of 1776 when he was called 
to guard the magazine at Williams- 
burg In the same fMT ha was called 
out for service against Donnmore 
who was on the James river. 

Id the fall or winter of 1777 he en- 
listed for a tour West under James 
Trabue. After a very cold and 
difBcult tour he arrived at Boonstx>r- 
ough fort. A part of the company 
tuiTing ooma on before was taken pris- 
oners by the Indians with Col. Boone 
at Bluolieks a lew days before his 
(Traboe's) arriTal. 

He came on to Logan's Fort, and 
was appointed commissary for the 
Fort It was made his duty to Tiait 
the forts at the falls of the Ohio and 
at Harrodsburg and Boonesboioogh to 
Mtralna the aeaonnts of tbe eommis- 
sary at these points. In 1779 he re- 
turned to Virginia to assist Col. Cal- 
Ibwaj in bringing oat ammunition, 
and brought out forty pack hoiM 
loads. In January or February 1781, 
ba folanteered under Ool. flMfcini to 
meet the enemy who were in the 
neighborhood of Richmond He was 
in an engageoient at Patanboro in 
Gen. Muhlenburg's command which 
commenced at suuri&e and continued 
tiU addday. Ha was appointed by 
Col. Goode to deliver dispatches toLa- 
Fayette, whicli service he performed, 
at great risk, balaK pursued 
very close by a lx)dy of Tarltons Light 
Horse, and escaped ihem by taking 
'~iafufeln the woods. Ha WM then 
sent with a flag of truce to the enemy 
to deliver clothing and money to pris- 
oners oapturad by them, and in order 
to render this service he was commis- 
sioned as captain. This was his last 
serrlce in Uie war. 

Jeremiah Ingram, aged 73, enlisted 
>n 1776 in Uie 15tii Virginia Regiment 
of tiM ' Virginia line in Woodford's 
brigade. During tiis service he was 
at PfeUrsburg, Williamsbnrg, Alexan- 
dria, Georgetown, Baltimore, Phil- 
adelphia, Wilmington, etc , was in 
winter quartets at Valley Forge; was 
with Washington when he met Gen 
Lseoo his retreat from Monmouth 
Oourt House, and was an eye witneaa 
of the battle from tieglnning to end. 
He was at Stony Point the dsy after 
the battle waa fought tiiere, and was 
also at West Point, and White Plains, 
17SW York. Ba sarTsd three years, 
and left tbs aemee in tha y«or 1778.

Akmgtime ago— much more 
than 2,000 yean— a certain nil- 
Mr InTonted die son dial which, 
as you have probably heard, is a 
dial on which the hours were 
marked off in a circle, and an 
arm, or quadrant, was so placed 
upon this dial that its shadow 
fell upon the marked-off hours 
successively as the sun worked 
round in the heavens. When 
the day was a cloudy ec nday 
one, of eooraa, tlisra waa no son 
aad the people eonld do little 
more than ffaeaa at th4 time.

Henlein hit upon the happy idea 
of keeping the wheel in motion 
by coiling a ribbon steel around 
a spindle. And from then on, 
improvement was made in va- 
rious parts of Europe, until 
clocks began to resemble some- 
what the ones with which yea 
are using.
